late yearcs, Theſemotiues, I ſay, with the

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9 to accite mee vnto this preſent Act of 
h Chronologie, haue directly cauſed mee to 
8 performe this generall buſineſſe, in which 
1 my tedious labours I haue beene intolle- 
d rably abuſed, and ſcandalized by T hra/o, 


CMomns , Zoylus , and other backbiters, 
anddetrators, concerning whom, ſith it 
is the leaſt of offences to offend offenders, 1 
will neither vex my ſelt, nor trouble your 
patience in ſeeking to pleaſe the enuious 
and inſatiate. But foraſmuch as I highly 
prize the good content of the honeſt, wiſe 
and vertuous, thus was the courſe and 
manner of my proceeding herein. After I 
had well obſerucd , that no man woulde 
lend a helping hande vato the late aged 
painfull Chronicler: neither in many mos 
neths after his death, that any would ex- 
poſe or ſhew themſelues to proſecute ſo 
good a work, and albeit that in this Inte- 
rim, & before, there were many named to 
haue alreadie entred into this Labyrinth, 
yet not any one appeared, whereupon 1 
remẽ bred the ſaying of the Philoſopher: 
That the naming of many friendi, is a mame im- 
pediment wnto friendſhip. And as in that, ſo in 
this. Then tor my own cleare ſatisfaction, 
and full aſlurance, that I would neither 
A 4 preiudice 
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preiudice nor prevent, any others better 
proceeding, I entered intoparricular con- 
terence with euery man whoſe names had 
beene diuulged. Some of them gf hono- 
rable rancke, and reuerend qualltie: all of 
them leatned, and of good ſufficiencie, 
ſome whereof anſwered me, they thought 
that the giuing out of their names in this 
ſort,wasrather done by their ſecret ene- 
mies, of purpoſe to draw them into capi - 
tall diſpleaſure, and to bring their names 
and liues into a generall — for 
any other intent of good: other ſaid, Who 
doth this worke mult flatter, which Ican 
nor, neither will I _—_ leaue a ſcandal 
ynto my poſteritie. Another ſaide, 1 can- 
not ſee howe in any ciuill action a man 
ſhould ſpend his trauaile, time and mony 
worſe, then in that which acquires no re- 
garde, nor reward , except ackebicing 
and detraction. And one among the reſt 
after he had ſworne an oath ſaid, I thanke 
Godthat I am not yet madd,to waſte my 
time, ſpend two hundred pound a yeare, 
trouble my ſelfe,and all my friends, onely 
to — allurance of endleſſe reproch, 
loſſe of libertie, and bring all my dayes in 
queſtion, And like as theſe ſpake, ſo did 
many

many others. And in concluſion, I ſawe it 
vtterly refuſed of all. And by this time it 
was generally obſerued, that this worke 
was wholy neglected. Then many of my 
friends began again to animate me, & very 
ſeriouſly required me to make ſupplemẽt, 
wheſe kind perſwaſions preuailed fo far, 
that Ipromiſed them to doe my endeuor, 
onely for one yeares ſpace, wherein my 
good will exceeded my beſt experience, 
as I found afterwardes, for that it is not a 
yeare or two wherein a man may obtaine 
the particularities of truth, neither acc6s 
pliſh any thing to the effect in this ſolide 
& variable imployment. Then forthwith 
I repayred vnto the moſt Honorable ſus 
periors, vnto whom I humbly ſignified 

my zealous love ,duetic and diligence in

May it therefore 
pleaſe your wildoms rightly to vnderſtãd, 
r hat in all my proceedings I haue neither 
preſumed too far ot my ſelt, nor don ought 
t hat might diſcourage or preuẽt any other 
And thus much for the cauſe and maner of 
my proceeding, Now right honorable & 
molt worthie Elders, whoſe {tate and go- 
uernmẽt is renowmed through the world, 
what is he that hath any vnderſtanding, & 
knous not London to be the moſt flouri- 
ſhing & peacefull citie of Europe, of grea- 
teſt antiquitic, happieſt in continuance 
moſt encreaſed, chiete in proſperitie, and 
moſt ſtored with plentie; & albeit I might 
alledge many ancient preſidents of plea- 
ſures, profits, time & ſtate, whereof neuer 
any ſubordinate Magiſtrates could equall 
yours : but ſeeing fe words to the wiſe 
ſufficeth, Iwill only ſpeake a word or two 
by the way: the promiſed bleſsing vnto the 
ancient Iſraelites to poileſſe a land that 
flowed with milk & honie, is with ſeuen- 
fold meaſure heaped on your heads, your 
city filled more aboundantly with all ſorts 
of ſilks, fine linnen, oy les, wines, & ſpices, 
perfection of Arts, & all coſtly ornaments, 
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and curious workmanſhip then any other 
rouince: ſo as London well deſerues to 
— the name ot the choiſeſt ſtorehouſe 
in the world, and to keepe rank with 2 
royall ciue in Europe: her Citizens ric 
& bounteous,witnes their frank giuing of 
more thẽ twice ſeuen fifteens in one year, 
& their long continued charges & expen- 
ces, aswell vpõ al occaſions by ſea & land, 
tor defence of their Prince and Country 
as in ayding and relieuing their diſtre ſſed 
neighbor nations, and in performingma- 
ny other worthie matters for their one 
honor, the delight of ſtrangers, & the res 
liefe ofthe poore as otherwiſe, ſo as with⸗ 
out offence jt may truly be ſaid, that the 
liberalitic of the Londoners is but halfe 
known vntotheir cõmon friends, peace & 
plentie in the hieſt degree poſſeſſeth now 
your gates & pallaces, all nations repaire 
with willingneſle to be partakers of — 
happines: many other glorious cities haue 
many wayes wanted theſe inceſlant bleſ- 


lings, witnes the famous city Rome, which 
hath bin often ſpoiled & ſacked, the City 
Moſco, which not long ſince was twice 
ſpoiled with fire, the firſt time by her ene-

1s freely giuen vnto her. Theſe laſt haue 
Icited to bee as a looking glaſſe to Lon- 
don: ſith it is as impoſsible for any to

out an obiect, as it is for any pe ople to bee 
truly ſen ſibleoſ their owne feleitie, that 
haue not ſeene nor taſted otuers miſerie. 
And thus (right Honourable and graue 
Fathers) although it was my meaning to 
haue vſed breuitie, yet being inforced to 
the contrarie, I craue your pardon, traſt I 
haue offended by prolixitie.

Betweene Argatele 4 Olgonia Weſtward 
lieth the countrie of Sterung. Here the Foꝛ- 
reſt of Calidonta began on the left ſide, there 
likewiſe is the caſtle of Calindene ſituate by 
Taus.called Doucheldin. From a litle hull of 
the Foztes ſtraeth Cluid, 

Of that riner the Dale was called Glg- 
teuale : which country that riuer runneth by, 
and in the ſame is the Citie, of Glaſro, a 
goodly vninerſitie.

About Scotland, in the Trifl ſeas are rl.J- 
lands:many of theſe in length at leaſt are 30, 
myles, but in bzedch not aboue xii.
